Fifty opinions were passed on 
th e sam ples of milk. 
Six teen prefer­ 
red milk from cows fed oil (rush ed

th e bnm aud corn ration, wh ile nine 
ex pressed no ch oice. 
T h e departm ent 
decided th a t th e ration containing I-ran 
and corn was preferable in producing 
a fine fiavored milk.

W ash ington.—“ Violations of th e law 
lim iting th e service of train employ ees 
on A m erican railroads to six teen con­ 
secutive h ours go to th e very h eart of 
th e efficiency and safety of train oper­ 
ation,” said Ch arles C. McCh ord, com 
missioner, com m enting upon a state ­ 
m ent issued by th e inte rstate com­ 
m erce commission analy zing th e m onth ­ 
ly reports of interstate railroads on 
h ours of service in th e liscili y ear end­ 
ed June 30, 19 13. 
Nearly 300,000 violations of th e six ­ 
teen h our limit w ere reported by 269 
railroads in th e y ear. 
It m ust be re­ 
mem bered, h owever, th a t 251,111 men 
were employ ed in h andling trains. 
“ As a result of th e prosecutions in­ 
stituted by th e com m ission,” th e anal­ 
y sis points out, “th e num b er of in­ 
stances of ex cess service reported dur­ 
ing th e last six m onth s, as compared 
w ith th e corresponding figures for pre­ 
ceding y ears, h as sh ow n a m arked re­ 
duction.”

Presidio, Tex., Jan. 2.— Against the 
deadly artillery and rifle attacks of the 
rebels, the Mexican federal garrison

This is the belief of 
United States array officers on this 
side of the line. 
Major McNamee. 
commander of the United States cav­ 
alry in command of the border patrol 
at this point, sent the following official 
statement to his superiors: 
"I still am driving any federals back, 
first disarming them. 
Expect at any 
time during the fight that the greater 
part of the federal army, possibly two 
or three 
thousand, 
may 
be 
forced 
across the river. 
I have made disposi­ 
tions to disarm and hold them if this 
takes place. 
At this hour have one 
troop betweeen tow n and the river and 
another guarding the roads north of 
Ojinaga leading toward Shafter. 
A 
few shells fired by Constitutionalists 
fell close to or on the Am erican river 
hank north of town, but no one was in­ 
jured. 
1 sent a second message to 
General Ortega, warning him against 
the consequences of such action.” 
Shrapnel and grape were exchanged 
by the federals and rebels with terri­ 
ble destruction to the men of both 
armies contending for the possession 
of the little Mexican camp. The rebels 
were driven back from some of the 
territory they had gained under cover, 
but later fought their way practically 
into the breastworks of the federals, 
and it looked for a time as though the 
rebels would either capture the garri­ 
son or force the whole federal army 
across the river. 
Quite a number of 
deserters did rush to the American 
side, but were driven back by Major 
McNamee's troops. The federals made 
a desperate rally and succeeded in 
driving the rebels back and have held 
their ground since. 
Hospital supplies, nurses and doc­ 
tors have arrived here from Marfa to 
give relief to the wounded. 
Some of 
these have been carried across the 
cold, muddy stream by wounded com­ 
rades. who waded in water up to their 
waists to get on American soil. 
There 
are no available buildings or tents for 
the wounded, and many of them are 
being treated in the open. 
As the 
nights are freezing, many are expected 
to die from exposure, as blankets and 
bedding are also scarce. The wounded 
who cannot get across the line to the 
Red Cross surgeons are compelled to 
remain on the battlefield unattended. 
It is impossible to extend relief to 
these sufferers, as the hospital flags 
on a battlefield are not recognized by 
Mexican fighters. 
Ojinaga and C. P. Diaz are now the 
o n ly points on the United States bor­ 
der held by the Huerta arm y , 
Laredo 
fell yesterday into the hands of the 
rebels. 
With the fall of Ojinaga, C. P. 
Diaz remains the only federal port of 
entry arid the railroad from that point, 
to Mexico City is in the hand3 of the 
rebels.

Frederick Burling ham, the American 
who made a descent into the crater of 
Vesuvius on Dec. 21, has just told a 
more sensational story of his feat than 
was published when the news tirst 
came out In Naples. 
Mr. Burling ham reached the extreme 
bottom of the crater, a depth of 1.212 
feet, while the volcano was active at 
that depth. 
Professor Mercalli. direc­ 
tor of the Vesuvius observatory, had 
believed this impossible. 
Professor Malladra, who made a de 
scent into the crater to a depth of 
1,200 feet, says Burllng ham’s trip was 
the most dang erous ever attempted. 
Tie surmises from Burliug hain's story 
that another part of the floor of the 
crater has collapsed, owing to the in­ 
creasing activity of the volcano. 
Professor Malladra, Professor Mer- 
cnlH’s assistant, made a descent into 
the crater In May last and obtalued 
wonderful photog raphs of the Interior.
